Many people who are buying property from or through loan companies are un- I 
der the impression that the loan company renders their taxes for them. This is incor- | 
rect. Unless you have made the rendition yourself your taxes are unrendered. 


Property Must Be Rendered To Receive 
Benefit of Homestead Exemption 


The law states that your property must be rendered in April or May or such pro­ 
perty will be placed on the UNREINDEIRED ROLL and tliis means that such propertjii 
will be listed as unknown and you will not be entitled to the HOMEISTEIAD privi­ 
lege and will have to pay the STATE TAX. 


This also means that the property owner will not be consulted when the Board of 
Elqualization .meets and that such property can be lowered or raised in valuation with­ 
out their being notified of such diange of valuation. 


The Tax Assessor’s office will try to see you, but if you are missed please call by 
the office, and the Tax Assssor-Collector will see that you are placed on the rendered 
roll. 


Due to gasoline and tire rationing and labor shortage, we have been unable to send 
assessors to every community in the county. If your property hasn’t been rendered» 
we’ll appreciate your cooperation in coming by our office, rendering it as soon as pos­ 
sible.
